Over the years Charlie Sheen 

developed a reputation as many things; 
First as a Hollywood scion, who found 
stardom in his own right with 1986 s 
Platoon and became the highest-paid 
actor on television with Two and a Half 
Men. More recently he has seemed 
deeply troubled, known to use drugs, 
famous for his love of prostitutes and 
fond of self-aggrandizing statements. 
But now the star, 50, is coming to terms 
with a sobering reality: Sources confirm 
to People that Sheen is HIV-positive. “It’s 
been going on for quite a while,” says 
top Hollywood publicist 
Howard Bragman, who was 
approached to handle Sheen’s 
crisis management but did not 
end up representing him. “He’s 
not necessarily comfortable 
talking about it. It was hard 
to get up the courage to 
talk about it.” 

At press time Sheen was due 
to discuss his diagnosis on the 



Today show, but details of how he 
contracted the disease remained 
unknown. However, sources say those 
closest to Sheen— a father of five and 
grandfather of one— had long known 
about the situation, and believed he had 
only contracted the disease in the last 
few years, after his high-profile divorces 
from both Denise Richards and Brooke 
Mueller. (A source close to Richards says, 
“He was infected after they divorced, 
and they haven’t been intimate since. 
Neither she nor their daughters [Sam, 11, 
and Lola, 9] are HIV-positive.”) 

Of course the unabashed 
womanizer has had many 
women in his life since then; 
His ex-girlfriend, adult film 
star Bree Olson, said in a 
Twitter post that she did not 
contract the disease. And 
Natalie Kenly, who was known 
as one of Sheen’s “Goddesses” 
and lived with him after his 
public meltdown in 2011, says 



she couldn’t see him knowingly exposing 
his partners to the disease; “He is not a 
monster,” says Kenly, adding that she 
does not have HIV. “That’s not who he is. 
He’s a good man, and I hope he’s okay.” 
Now Sheen “has to be concerned 
about a fear of litigation from former 
sexual partners,” says Bragman. “You 
don’t take that lightly.” Susan Moss, a 
New York family law attorney, says that 
could mean paying dearly; “He’s at risk 
of losing civil judgments to all the lovers 
that he’s had if he knew that he was 
infected and never told them.” As for 
how Sheen himself is holding up, a 
source with knowledge of the situation 
says the star has recently been reporting 
to his inner circle that, thanks to antire- 
troviral drugs, there is “virtually no trace” 
of HIV in his blood. “He’s telling people 
that the virus is now undetectable. That 
doesn’t mean he isn’t still HIV-positive,” 
says the source, “but he’s not about to 
let this diagnosis slow him down.”

DAYS WITH THOSE SHE LOVES MOST 



J oey Feek says she’s ready to 
die. This month the sing- 
er best known as half of the 
bluegrass- country duo Joey 
+ Rory returned to her child- 
hood home, a tranquil white farmhouse 
framed by cornfields in Alexandria, Ind. 
There, surrounded by family— includ- 
ing her husband, Rory Feek, 50, their 
21-month-old daughter Indiana and 
Heidi and Hopie, Rory’s adult daugh- 
ters from a previous relationship— she 
intends to take her last breath. 'T pray 
that one morning, I just don’t wake up,” 
she told the Tennessean newspaper. 
''But I don’t fear anything because I’m 
so close to God. I’m really at peace.” 

It’s a heartbreaking story that has 
brought the Feeks support far beyond 



Nashville. After placing third on CMT’s 
reality singing competition Can You 
Duet in 2008, they carved out respect- 
able country and gospel careers, but 
their lives took a turn in 2014. Months 
after welcoming their daughter Indiana, 
who has Down syndrome, that Febru- 
ary, Joey was diagnosed with cervical 
cancer. Then, last month, a CT scan 
revealed the disease had aggressively 
spread despite surgeries (including a 
radical hysterectomy), chemothera- 
py and radiation. "I felt like I failed at 
something,” Joey told the Tennessean, 
weeping in her parents’ living room, an 
auburn wig covering her shaved head. 
"I thought I did everything. But God de- 
cided for me that my job of singing for 
people down here is my legacy, and he 



needs me singing up there.” 

Rory has also found an outlet, post- 
ing emotional updates about his wife’s 
illness on his blog This Life I Live. "Doc- 
tors gave us an estimate of how much 
time they believe that Joey has, and we 
both looked at the calendar that hangs 
by our kitchen door, then I took the cal- 
endar off the wall and threw [it] in the 
trash,” he wrote on Oct. 23. "So we don’t 
have forever. We’ve got right now. And 
that’s enough.” When the time comes, 
Rory will grant his wife’s wish to be laid 
to rest in a wooden box with a cross on 
it at their property in Tennessee. In a 
Nov. 14 post, he added this final request 
from Joey: "[Leave] room enough be- 
side my headstone for you to join me 
someday.” -NICK MASLOW

In the hoi irs after the Nov. 13 terrorist 
attacks on Paris, psychologist Jean- 
Pierre Vi|)uche knelt in blood as he 
worked to provide counseling to vic- 
tims and jtheir families. Among those 
he spoke with: 8-year-old Tess Reiben- 
berg, whose mother was killed at La 
Belle Equipe, the family’s restaurant 
on the Rue de Charonne and one of six 
locations where Islamic State terror- 
ists slaughtered mothers, fathers, sons 
and daughters. The night after the 
coordinated strikes, 'Tess said to me, 
Ts it true that Mommy is dead?’ I said, 
Tes, ma cherie/” recalls Vouche, 65, a 
friend of Tess’s father, Gregory Reiben- 
berg. "She asked, Ts there an antidote 
against death?’ I said, 'No, darling. But 
we can communicate with her. You 
choose a star you like, and that’s your 
mother. We can talk to her that way’ 
She said, 'But the sky is cloudy. I can’t 
see any stars!’ So I had a key ring with 
a little red laser light, and I shined it 
into the sky and said, 'There’s a star for 
you.’ And she spoke to the star and 
said, 'I waited for you last night, but 
you never came. And Papa was crying 
all the time. I miss you.’ ” 



The heartbreak, grief and shock that 

tore through the City of Light quickly 
echoed around the world. During 33 
minutes of horror, seven suicide bomb- 
ers used explosives and high-powered 
assault rifles to wage war on civilians. 
The Islamic State (also known as ISIS 
and ISIL) claimed responsibility for 
the attacks, which began on Nov. 12 in 
Beirut, Lebanon, with two suicide 
bombings that killed 43. The terrorist 
group called the Paris strikes "the first 
of the storm” in apparent retaliation 
for the U.S.-led air campaign against 
Islamic State targets in Iraq and Syria. 
At press time 129 had been killed and 
352 injured as Belgian and French 
authorities continued searching for 
Salah Abdeslam, one of two brothers 
believed to be connected to the attacks 
(the other was killed; a third brother 
was detained and released). "These 
were attacks against innocent people,” 
Jane Hartley, the US. Ambassador to 
France, told PeopZe. "People were out

As counterterrorism officials worked 
to piece together the chilling plot, 
survivors shared their accounts of the 
carnage— and the moments of grace 
and heroism that shone through the 
darkness. 'T had people die in my arms,” 
says Jean Pierre (he declined to give his 
last name), a Paris dentist who was out- 
side La Belle Equipe with his two sons 
when gunmen started firing around 
9:36 p.m. 'T took one woman in my 
arms, held her and told her, 'Don’t 
move.’ I will never comprehend what I 
saw. I saw people seated in the restau- 
rant, dead. Some were still holding on 
to a glass. Others were slumped forward 
on the tables, like they were sleeping. 
There was nothing more you could do.” 
Minutes later at the Bataclan 
theater, where the American band 
Eagles of Death Metal were perform- 
ing for a crowd of 1,500, three militants 
stormed in and unleashed a hail of gun- 



fire. While none of the band members 
perished in the massacre, Nick Alexan- 
der, 36, a merchandise manager for the 
group, was fatally shot. Survivor Helen 
Wilson, 49, told The Telegraph that as 
gunmen methodically murdered 
attendees— including targeting con- 
certgoers in wheelchairs— she tried to 
give Alexander mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and held him as he strug- 
gled to breathe. "Our beloved Nick lost 
his life at the Bataclan last night,” his 
family wrote in a statement. "Nick was 
not just our brother, son and uncle, he 
was everyone’s best friend— generous, 
funny and fiercely loyal. Nick died doing 
the j ob he loved, and we take great com- 
fort in knowing how much he was cher- 
ished by his friends 
around the world.” 

Other harrowing 
moments unfolded as the 
bloodshed spread across 
the city: In a video seen 
by millions, a pregnant 
woman dangled from a 



window at the Bataclan 50 ft. above 
the street as she desperately tried to 
escape. A stranger who identified him- 
self as Sebastien told La Provence that 
he had been clinging to an air vent out- 
side another window when he realized 
the woman couldn’t hold on much 
longer, so he went back inside to pull 
her to safety. (They both survived.) 
There were countless other examples 
of kindness too: Taxi drivers switched 
off their meters when the city was 
placed under curfew, and the majority 
of the Paris Metro was suspended 
around the city, while Parisians 
opened their homes to anyone seeking 
refuge, using the social media tag 
#PorteOuverte ("open door”). A 
14-year-old boy named 
Mathieu, whose family 
asked People not to share 
his last name, says that as 
police brought victims to a 
courtyard nearby, "we 
offered them soft drinks 
and some covers that my

Fleeing a panicked street scene, Irish 

professor Paddy Gray, 58, was one of a 
half dozen strangers who were wel- 
comed into the local home of Robert 
Normand. ''He protected us and kept 
an eye on us until we were all safe,” 
recalls Gray. "I had never 
met him in my life. He just 
brought us all in. It was an 
amazing act of kindness.” 

The day after the attacks, 
34-year-old pianist Davide 
Martello, who drove 400 
miles from his native Ger- 
many, pulling his piano on a 



trailer behind him, parked near the 
Bataclan theater and did something 
extraordinary: He began to play. As the 
notes of John Lennon’s iconic peace 
anthem "Imagine” rang out over the 
bloodstained streets, "it was a very 
deep, crazy moment,” he says. He later 
did the same at the other attack sites. 
"The Parisians around me were sing- 
ing,” he recalls. "They were very thank- 
ful, shouting, 'Merci! Merci! Merci!’ It 
was a feeling for a little 
moment like you forgot 
what happened.” 

For Jean-Pierre Vouche 
and all those who witnessed 
the violence and death first- 
hand, there will be no for- 
getting. "The victims I 
tended to are destroyed,” he 



says. "They don’t want to believe 
what’s happened. They call the cell 
phones of their friends and loved ones 
and the phones ring in the morgue.” 
But amid aU the horror, unbreakable 
bonds were forged as well. After he 
tried to comfort young Tess, whose 
mom had died in the arms other father, 
Gregory— "I told her that her mother 
had whispered in my ear that she 
missed her too and was sorry she had 
to go,” Vouche recalls— Tess’s grand- 
mother took him aside. "She said to me, 
'You know we are Jewish. And you are 
Muslim. But we have gained a son, and 
Gregory has gained a brother.’ ”

The Browns weren’t always so 
adventurous. Raised in small towns in 
North Texas, Bill and Ami wed in 1979 
and started a life in nearby Fort Worth. 
'We settled down and tried to do every- 
thing 'right,’ ” says Bill, who started a 
small plumbing company. "But I came 
home one night and told Ami, 'I don’t 
know if I can do a 9-to-5 the rest of my 
life.’ ” To Bill’s delight. Ami felt the 
same. "We didn’t really know where we 
wanted to go, but we knew we weren’t 
where we wanted to be,” says Ami. 

The couple traveled around the 
"lower 48” states until 1983, when they 
decided to sell their truck and Bill’s 
tools and buy tickets on a ship heading 
to Alaska. "We had $13 and some 
cents,” Ami says of arriving in the Land 



of the Midnight Sun "dead broke” with 
their first two sons. Matt, then 3, and 
Joshua (who goes by Bam, a shortened 
version of the middle name given to 
him in honor of his great-grandfather’s 
love of the Flintstones character 
Bamm-Bamm), then 1. As they 
approached their first winter in Alaska, 
they accepted a friend’s offer to stay in 
his trapper shack on an island approxi- 
mately 50 miles from the city of 
Wrangell. "We ended up stranded on 
that island for 18 months,” says Bill. 
"The Good Lord just made us slow 
down. After we realized we weren’t 
going to die, we fell in love with every- 
thing.” Eventually a skipper came upon 
the family and offered them a ride to 
the nearest town. "[The skipper] said. 



'You can have your lives back,’ ” says 
BiU. "But Ami and I looked at each other, 
and we knew we didn’t want that.”

The Brown children ended up 

essentially growing up in the wild. 
Matt cut his first tooth on a beaver rib. 
Rain, the baby of the family, was afraid 
to walk on land after being raised on a 
boat for the first years other life. But 
even as Bill and Ami took odd] obs and 
sold pelts to survive, their seven kids 
"didn’t realize everyone doesn’t live 
like we do,” says youngest son Noah. 

Entertainment isn’t easy to come by 
in the bush. But when out on aboat, the 
family would barter or trade with other 
fishermenfor whatever books and VHS 
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tapes were available. Since DVDs don’t 
hold up well in the wilderness, getting 
new releases can be difficult: Ami says 
they’ve watched the 1987 Kurt Russell 
and Goldie Hawn film Overboard 
''about 500 times.” When on land, the 
family can find pleasure simply watch- 
ing copper wire spark in the fire for 
hours. "Growing up was a lot like living 
in Neverland,” says Matt, who was 
homeschooled by his mother and in 
turn helped educate his younger sib- 
lings. "We were just bush hoodlums.” 
Life got a little more "polished” for the 
family after daughters Snowbird and 
Rain came along, but, really, "they’re 
just as hardcore as us boys,” says Matt. 

After years of living mostly on their 
own, the family took on their own dia- 
lect of English (and their own accents) 
with the phrase "goodbye, I love you” 
being replaced by the succinct word 
"more.” And when a producer 
approached them about doing the 
show after reading one of Bill’s self- 
published autobiographies, it took 
some convincing to get the Brown 
children on board. But now even the 
staunchest holdout. Bear, concedes 
that it’s "cool” to share their lives with 
the world. The family is well aware of 
the skeptics who claim they are faking 
their lifestyle for the cameras and the 



critics who question the legality of 
their life off the grid, but Ami says 
she’s received only "words of hope and 
encouragement” from fans. 

As the oldest sons approach their 
mid-30s, none of the Browns show any 
signs of wanting to leave their family 
property (known as Browntown), 
where Bill and Ami live with the girls 
in the new home and each son has his 
own living quarters— ranging from a 
tent to a tree house to a wooden shed. 
"I’d like to find a lady and have a little 
Matt running around one day,” says the 
oldest son. "But I don’t see myself mov- 
ing away from my support system.” 
Adds Gabe: "We persevere by sticking 
together as a family. It’s hard living, but 
I wouldn’t have it any other way.” •

In relationships, pace yourself. 

My husband did a beautiful thing 
when we were first together. I came to 
visit him at his office, and I was really 
upset. I was questioning what I was 
doing in L.A. and why I was with this 
guy I didn’t comprehend. There was a 
little path leading down the side of the 
studio where he worked, and he said, 
“Do you see that path? We have just 
stepped onto that pathway. We have 
all that way to go. Don’t worry.” It 
was such a wonderful, truthful 
thing to say. I immediately 
relaxed and thought, “Yeah, we 
have just started on our path.” 



Honesty defeats gossip. 

With the coming of the Internet, the 
phrase that came to my mind was 
“There is nowhere to run, nowhere to 
hide.” The whole concept of privacy 



and control over your image is over. 
Everyone has a camera and wants a 
selfie. My approach is to be honest. Be 
careful— you don’t have to say every- 
thing— but just be as honest as possible.

The secret to playing royals is respect. 

The most important thing about play- 
ing the Queen is the people around you.

directed, says playing spouses on the 
rocks brought her and Pitt, 51, even 
closer— as do their real-life disagree- 
ments. ‘It strengthens a relationship 
if you can pass those hig fights and 
those hig things where you really come 
head-to-head/’ she explains. Making 
the movie, we knew we were heating 
each other up. But we agreed to see 
how far we could push each other.” 
This year she leaned on Pitt when she 
had her ovaries andfallopian tubes 
removed to prevent cancer, following 
her 2013 double mastectomy. (Her 
mother, Marcheline Bertrand, died 
of ovarian cancer in 2007, and she 
inherited theBBCAl mutation.) Jolie 
Pitt says she is still cancer-free and 
feeling good. “Pm older and have been 
through some things,” she says of 
turning 40. “There’s a real beauty to 
having lived.” 

The movie is in some ways a study in 
dealing with grief. What inspired it? 

I wrote it wanting to come to terms 
with my mother’s death. Not just her 
death but an unfulfilled life. She was 
very happy as a mother, but there 
were things she wanted to do but was 
unable or too scared to do. 

You and Brad have some big fights 
in the movie. How did you make sure 
those feelings didn’t linger? 

We had all our kids there with us. 
Every morning we would walk 
them to school, and every night we 
were coming home to our children. 



They’re the greatest reminder of 
what actually matters. We may have 
been having big fights on the set 
during the day, but at night we were 
tag- teaming on the bedtime story. As 
much as we can argue and fight, and 
we all have our challenges, at the end 
I say, ''My job is to love him.” 

Maddox worked on the film as a 
production assistant. How was that? 
Every time we had a fight scene or 
sexual scene he obviously couldn’t 
be near us. So he had to work in the 
parking lot. But he read the scenes of 
the day— I didn’t even know! One day 
he came up to me and said, "Really 
interesting script. Mom.” He’s an 
old 14, and we have very honest talks 
about life. 

You have a couple of topless scenes. 
Why did you decide to do them? 

It was written before I had the 
mastectomy. And then when I 
realized I was shooting the film, it did 
cross my mind to cut certain things. 
But I felt that was the wrong thing 



to do. That’s hiding something, and 
I just don’t believe in that. And then 
during the edit I got the call that I 
might have cancer and had to have 
my ovaries removed. 

How did you deal with turning 40? 

I wouldn’t want to be in my 20s or 
30s again. I’m someone who didn’t 
think I would live very long. I’ve been 
worried about death and cancer and 
life. I think I’ve lived very much for 
the day. Now I’ve settled into my life 
with my children and Brad. 

You’re 40, Brad is 51. Do you guys 
ever joke about getting older? 

Yeah, just how much we like it. 

We both appreciate the beauty in 
looking at each other and thinking, 
"God, you’re just getting stranger as 
you’re getting older.” Brad and I are 
fortunate because we see the beauty 
in each other’s changes. I’m more 
interested in his 50-year-old self 
than his 40-year-old self. And then 
you look forward to even more 
years together. •

he may be rock and roll royalty, hut to 
the locals on Martha’s Vineyard, Carly 
Simon’s home for the past few decades, 
she’s just another islander. Even on the 
streets of New York City, the singer- 
songwriter of ‘"Anticipation” and “You’re So Vain” 
fame doesn’t get recognized thewayshe used to. “It’s 
a relief in a way,” says Simon, 70, settled in for an 
interview in her fanciful, eclectic home (guitar- 
patterned entryway floor, chalk paint set up for 
crafting in the kitchen). “But it’s bittersweet,” she 
adds with a laugh. “‘Hey, wait— hey! I’m Carly 
Simon!’ There’s a little hit of that.” 

Her new memoir. Boys in the Trees, reveals just 
how extraordinary that identity has been, beginning 
with her privileged childhood as one of Simon & 
Schuster cofounder Richard Simon’s four children, 
moving on to fame, romantic dalliances with 
the likes of Jack Nicholson, Warren Beatty 
and Mick Jagger, and a stormy 10-year mar- 
riage to James Taylor, with whom she has two 
children (Ben, 38, a musician, and Sally, 41, 
also a musician and the mother of Simon’s 
grandson Bodhi, 8). The road hasn’t been 
smooth: A dreamy, anxious, stuttering child— 
“kind of a loser,” Simon says— she had sexual

encounters initiated by an older boy for years start- 
ing at age 7 CIt was heinous. It changed my view 
about sex for a long time’’)- She battled crippling 
stage fright, and the end of her marriage to Taylor 
in 1983 shook her to her core. Taylor, 67, now mar- 
ried for the third time with 14-year-old twin sons, 
‘'hasn't talked to me for years," she says. ‘T think, 
'Whatdidldo?' The answer is I don't know." 

She moved on, marrying poet Jim Hart in 1987, hut 
“he turned out to he gay," she says. “We're great 
friends, hut I wish I'd known that when we were mar- 
ried. His boyfriends would call up here crying. ..." 
They divorced in 2007, and Simon went on to a rela- 
tionship with current boyfriend Richard Koehler, 59, 
a surgeon. “I've always had something that men 
found attractive," she admits. “I think it's because of 
my availability." So is aging tougher for someone 
who's used to being desired? “I'm still desired!" Simon 
says, smiling. “I mean, lam always thinking, ‘Oh my 
God, that's another wrinkle?' But I figure, what am 
I going to do? I'm not the plastic-surgery type." 

These days she's happy— “Thank God, because I 
have a depressive nature"— and able to recall the more 
painful parts of her life with equanimity. Here, in an 
exclusive excerpt from her memoir, she looks hack on 
her relationship with Taylor, whom she'dfallenfor 
even before they met. “I saw a drawing of his face on 
the cover of Time magazine," she says, “and I told my 
sister Joey, Tm going to marry that man.'"

Simonas and Taylor*s paths had crossed briefly, 
first when they were children on the Vineyard 
and then on the music scene, but they didn^t offi- 
cially meet until 1971, when Taylor*s manager 
issued a last-minute invitation to Simon to 



attend his concert at Carnegie Hall. She had 
been listening to his music over and over and 
didn*twant to miss the chance to see him live. 

He sang all the songs I loved and had learned by 
heart, material from his first two albums as well 
as Mudslide Slim, which had just been released. It 
was thrilling that I was so close to him. I felt a zig- 
zagging child’s energy in my limbs, and I was smil- 
ing so broadly that my cheeks must have grown 
permanently wider that night. 

At intermission, [my friend] Ricky and I were 
corralled by Nat Weiss, James’s lawyer, 
who introduced himself. ''Do you want to 
come meet James?” Nat asked me. Nat and 
I went upstairs to the band’s dressing room, 
where there was a trashcan of ice that held 
every kind of cola and spritzer and Sprite- 
like thing you could imagine. It served as 
the central fire pit of the room. Everyone 
seemed to be enjoying the sparks as though 
there were marshmallows to roast. James turned 
toward me, and his eyes hadn’t even met mine, 
when I said, before I could think, "If ever you want 
a home-cooked meal while you’re here in New York, 
I’d love to make lunch for you.” 

He looked somewhere in the direction of my 
chin, with a quick shutter- snap of his eyelids, and 
answered: "What about tonight?” 

"Okay, sure, sure,” I said. "Yeah, please let’s. 
Sure, lunch.” 

At Simonas apartment after the show, they ate 
SaraLeehanana cake, andsheplayedhim songs 
from her just-recorded album Anticipation. 

James said, "Can we go lie down on your bed? I 
do mean just 'lie down.’ ” He spoke like a southern 
gentleman asking if he might remove his rain 
boots in the mudroom. After that first night, we 
spent hardly a night apart for many years. 

Their relationship was passionate, intense 
hut volatile, and Taylor*s addictions— he was 
usingheroin andhadheen in and out of rehab- 
complicated things. Then there were the con- 
stant temptations of their lives as dual music 
superstars. 

From the moment we met, James and I gave 
each other tacit permission to write about our 
own fantasy loves, or even real loves, with no ques- 
tions asked. Monogamy was our physical ideal, but 
as far as our work was concerned . . . we both 
needed muses, fantasies, private realities we 
wouldn’t necessarily share with each other. 

Not long before they decided to marry, Carly 
had a flirtation with Mick dagger, who stopped 
by the studio to record backup vocals on her
